Many so u gh t to gain reco gnitio n fro m 
th e ch air in o rder to reply . 
Ch arles 
B. Lo h r, ch ief Ju stice o f th e Delaware 
su preme co u rt, lay delegates, *as rec­ 
o gnized. 
After agreeing with Dr. King re­ 
garding th e 
pu blic sch o o ls, Ju stice 
Lo h r co ntinu ed: 
“Bu t are we to gain 
any th ing by any ph ase o f denu ncia­ 
tio n against any o th er Ch ristian bo dy ? 
(Cries o f “No , no .“.) 
“Th e Ro man Cath o lic ch u rch h as 
do ne a magnificent wo rk in th is co u n­ 
try . 
It h as taken h o ld o f a class o f 
peo ple wh o m perh aps no o th er fo rm 
o f religio n co u ld h av e mo lded so well 
fo r th e well-being o f o u r co mmo n land. 
I feel like pu tting my h ands u nder 
ev ery ev angelizing agency in 
th is 
wo rld th at h elps to u plift men and no t 
pu ll th em do wn.“ 
Th is ex pressio n was receiv ed with 
applau se by th e delegates and th e gal 
leries. 
A mo tio n by Dr. S. T. Beiler to re­ 
fer th e reso lu tio n to th e co mmittee 
o n th e state o f th e ch u rch was car­ 
ried. 
In th e o pinio n o f many pro m­ 
inent delegates th is dispo ses o f th e 
matter finally . 
Ju dge Sibley o f Oh io 
o ffered an impo rtant reso lu tio n o n th e 
su bject o f div o rce. 
He wanted Para­ 
graph 30 o f th e discipline ch anged to 
read as fo llo ws: 
“No div o rce, ex cept fo r adu ltery , 
final desertio n o r cru elty o r neglect, 
su ch as to co mpel an inno cent partner 
to separate fro m tne o ffender, sh all 
be regarded by th e ch u rch as mo rally 
lawfu l, and no ne o f o u r ministers o r 
lay men 
sh all 
so lemnize 
marriage 
wh ere th ere is a div o rced wife o r h u s­ 
band liv ing, u nless th e div o rce was 
granted u po n gro u nds h ereinbefo re 
specified. 
Bu t th is regu latio n do es 
no t apply in cases wh ere div o rced 
parties are seeking remarriage.“ Th is 
reso lu tio n was also referred to th e 
co mmittee o n th e state o f th e ch u rch .

carry the state by 50,000. 
Jackson 
Boyd, a well-known Democratic lead­ 
er, who is sup p orting Hearst, declares 
th at certain p oliticians are p utting 
P arker up as a harm ony candidate, 
whereas his nomination would mean 
“hell, not harmony.“ 
His brusque 
way of p utting it was heartily en­ 
dorsed by many who heard it. 
The 
charge that the Democratic state com­ 
m ittee has had ths m anagem ent of 
P arker’s camp aign has not been de­ 
nied, and there is no doubt but that 
it has made many Democrats hop p ing 
mad. 
So the Rep ublican leaders are 
confident th at the result of the con­ 
vention Thursday will be in their fa­ 
vor any way it goes. 


Some shrewd p olitical moves are 
being made here now. 
Pastm asters at 
the game are engaged on each side. 
One of the most adroit moves so far 
was one inaugurated by Taggart and 
his followers to stem the tide against 
his p lan to instruct for Judge Parker. 
He is doing it this way: 
H earst had 
the Iowa delegation instructed for 
him when he had bare majority of the 
congressional districts.

So they are saying, and ap p arently 
with considerable effect, th at if it 
was right for H earst to instruct in 
Iowa th at he should not object if he 
is beaten at the same game in Indi­ 
ana.

Neal of Nobles ville and Ed Fit t pat rick 
of Portland arc the only candidates 
for clerk of the supreme court, and 110 
one else is being talked of for the 
place. 
VV. S. Rlatohley will probably 
be a candidate for state geologist 
again, and at this time no one is being 
talked of to succeed Fassett A. Cotton 
as superintendent of public instruc 
tion.

finally 
agreed on between the house and the 
senate was passed. 
The appropriation for a tuberculo­ 
sis sanatorium originally provided for 
was $r>o,000. hut after passing the 
house the bill encountered opposition 
in the senate and it was amended to 
reduce the appropriation to $25,900. 
The bill provides for the establishment 
of a state sanitorlum for the treatm ent 
of consumptives. 
The sanitorlum will 
provide for plenty of open air and sun 
light and will be in the form of a 
colony of lightly constructed cottages 
at some central point in the state. 
The bill is founded on the latest 
scientific treatm ent of tuberculosis, 
and its advocates, among whom were 
several Chicago physicians, informed 
the legislators that tuberculosis can 
be just as successfully treated in Illi­ 
nois as in any other climate in the 
world. 
The old theory that a change 
of climate, preferably to a mountain 
altitude, is necessary for consumptives 
has been exploded.

In several cases entire 
families have been killed. 
A man 
named Switzer, a night watchman at 
the railroad yards, lost his three chil­ 
dren. 
N P. Nelson with his wife and 
three children were lonnd dead. 
Order has practically been brought 
(Hit of the chaotic condition that pre­ 
vailed. and a relief committee has be­ 
gun dispensing aid. 
Among the re ­ 
lief sent from outside were twenty-five 
pupils from Bethany college, who act­ 
ed as nurses. 
The tornado was the 
most disastrous in the history of cen­ 
tral Kansas. 
One large section of 
M arquette, where the principal loss of 
life occurred, was entirely wiped out. 
Reports from the surrounding country 
show that the destruction of life aud 
property was widespread. 
Marquette 
is a town of 1,500 people, in McPher 
son county. 
It is in the exact center 
of Kansas, and in the richest farming 
country in the state. 
The tornado seems to have formed 
three miles south of Marquette and did 
not spend its force until it had passed 
many miles north of the town. 
In 
Marquette the residence portion west 
of the main street suffered the prin­ 
cipal damage. 
The houses In the 
course of the tornado were all, with 
two or three exceptions, completely 
wrecked.
